The Civil War— Its Objects. 

The war declared by Rehohoam Lincoln 
against the Southern slavoholding States, is 
an act of stupendous folly, an act of astound- 
ing wickedness, an act of aniazing perfidy, 
and an act palpably in riolation of the Con- 
stitution and the act of Congress of 1795. It 
is an act of Folly, because the war proclama- 
tion indicates a purpose utterly impossible to 
be achieved, and utterly inadmissible and un- 
desirable, if it could bo achieved. It is an act 
of ]yic/;al»ess because it contemplates the 
slaughtei' of thousand.s of lives and the waste 
of hundreds of millions of treasure, for no 
good object earthly, but, on the contrary, in 
full view of the inevitable effect of inflicting 
the most terrible calamities on both sides, and 
engendering eternal animoeity and hatred 
between the North and South, whose citizens 
should bo affectionate brethren. It is an act 
of Pn-fidi/, because it suddenly followed upon 
the liocls of announcements, even in the Black 
Kepublicau presses, that Lincoln's policy was 
peace, that he intended to withdraw the gar- 
ri-^ons from the forts of the seceded States, and 
submit the whole question of our national 
troubles to the decision of Congress. It is an 
act unconsiUiiHoiinl and unlawful, because 
the Constitution in no case confers on the 
Federal Government the right or power to 
coerce sovereign States, and because the pow- 
er conferred on the President by the second 
section of the act of 1795, under which he now 
pretends to move, is limited in the exercise to 
such cases only as arise from the obstruction 
of federal ofBcers in serving processes and exe- 
cuting judgments of Federal Courts; and no 
such c.iso exists. No such case had any in- 
fluence in producing the Itcvol>i/ion which has 
been effected in the seceded States ; and we 
repeat, that the act of 1795 gave the Presi- 
dent no power to call out the militia, except 
precisely in siich cases as wo have defined. 

Lincoln's proclamation was, therefore, to 
all intents and purposes, a declaration of 
war; a declaration of war against sovereign 
States; and a usurpation of the war-making 
power which the Constitution vests in Con- 
gress alone. And that it was meant to be a 
general war against the whole South, and not 
merely a stroke for tho recovery of the South- 
0 n forts, which tho proclamation falsely de- 
clared to be the fir."/ object of calling out 
75,000 men, is proved by the di-stribution of 
the forces, directing them not towards 
Sumter, but concentrating them at points 
along the borders even of Kentucky, a 
non-seceded State I It is a rcmcu-seless 
war of terror for the utter subjugation of 
tlio whole South, and tho subjection of the 
proud and bravo sons of the South to terms 
of abject submission. These, we grant, are 
hard and harsh terms applied to a national 
ruler; terms which it suits neither our tasto 
nor wish to utter, if we could truthfully avoid 
them ; but we only express the conscientious 
conviction of our judgment, and wo thus ex- 
press it under a sense of duty to tho public. 
Mr, Lincoln — the Kehoboam of the Ameri- 
can Israel — will bo known in all coming time 
as tho Perjured President. History will so 
indict him, posterity will so convict him, and 
eternity will so infaniir.o him. 

The object of this wicked and ferocious war 
is not merely to recover lost forts and pro- 
perty — not to execute the Federal laws — not 
to restore the withdrawn States and preserve 
and perpetuate the Union, For if such were 
the objects, they would be sought only by the 
only means of securing them — by diplomacy, 
bv statesmanship, by all tho honorable arts 
and resources of civil action — by messages, 
and acts, and negotiations of peace, and 7ioi 
by acts of ruthless war. The real object of 
tho war is to bring about compulsory aboli- 
tion of slavery in the Southern States, and to 
drive out of the Union every slave State re- 
fisting the.achievement of that object. Ec- 
hoboam would of course retain any of the 
tribes under his rule willing to pay him tri- 
bute and submit to his hated government; 
and no doubt Lincoln will graciously permit 
Kentucky to continue a member of the Fed- 
eral Union, if we will continue to pay our 
proportion of the Federal revenue, to be ex- 
pended in conquering our Southern brethren, 
fight our brethren under the desecrated ban- 
ner he boars — and subniitalso to the inaugura- 
tion of the " irrepressible conflict" policy in 
our very midst of abolising .slavery ; but he 
will recognize us on no other terms. 

Are we blind, that we do not perceive these 
to be the ulterior objects of the Federal Ad- 
ministration ? The facts already known to 
the world; tho movements of troops; the 
former avowals of Republican leaders; the 
inevitable effects following causes; all go to 
prove to our mind, what will soon be manifest 
to all tho world, that we have rightly inter- 
preted the horrid programme of Lincoln. 



The Posture of Kentucky, 

Kentucky is earnestly, anxiously desirous 
of peace — honorable peace. Ever loyal to 
the Constitution and the Union, she h.is sig- 
nalized herself by persistent eflbrts to adjust 
our national troubles on terms just and hon- 
orable to North and South. The voice of her 
sons was ]>ronounced with almost aljsolute 
unanimity in favor of adjustment on tho prin- 
ciples of the Crittenden amendments. Those 
amendments proposed nothing more than 
fresh guarantees for the protection of rights 
already recognized by the Constitution and 
affirmed by the Supreme Court; but which 
rights, being subjects of dispute, the amend- 
ments would have ended the dispute. They 
asked less for the South than tho Supreme 
Court declared we were entitled to have. They 
asked the recognition and protection of rights 
in one fifth of the Territories, which the Su- 
preme Court affirmed were entitled to recog- 
nition and protection in all the Territories. 
"We need not waste time in referring to the 
fact that the Crittenden amendments — Peace 
Conference propositions — Border State plan — 
call of National Convention — submission of 
questions to the vote of the people — every 
schemeof compromise, adjustment, and peace, 
have all been remorselessly discarded by the 
tyranny of the numerical majority at the 
North. 

And new, after all this, Lincoln has de- 
clared war against the .South, and marshaled 
info the field tho most gigantic army ever 
heard of on this continent, to crush the 
South. Tlie stern conflict has already begun, 
and tho blood of men, shed by brethren, has 
already stained the ground and cries to 
heaven. 

Even in this state of case, Kentucky, still 
solicitous for peace, offered to associate her 
mediation with that of Ohio and Indiana, to 
stay the uplifted hand and prevent the de- 
scending blow. ButJIndiana and Ohio, both 
of which States owed to Kentucky's valor 
and Kentucky's uncalculating chivalry, the 
expulsion of savage and foreign foes from 
their borders, refused to entertain honorable 
proposals for pence, borne to them by Ken- 
tucky's noble-hearted Governor, and Ken- 
tucky's venerable patriot, 'John'J. Crittenden! 
The authorities of those two .States after snub- 
bing Kentucky's proposal for peace, coolly 
proposed to Kentucky to take up arms and 
join the polluted standard of Lincoln march- 
ing to the subjugation of ouraggrieved breth- 
ren of the .South. 

When it has come to this, what has Ken- 
tucky to rely upon but her own wisdom and 
prowess? We propose no aggression, no in- 
vasion, no war upon any body ; but we do'in- 
siit that Kentucky shall promptly assume the 
armor and attitude of defense, to repel hostile 
inv.asion from any quarter, and suppress in- 
surrectionary disturbances within. Let us 
maintain tho attitude and assume the armor 
of defense, till Congress meet on the 4th of 
July, in the meantime solemnly calling r n 
that body to instantly require the mad Presi- 
dent to call biick his invading myrmidons 
and dismiss them to their former industry or 
idleness. If this be done, peace may bo re- 
stored ; if not, Kentucky can then determine 
her further course.

Peace ! Peace '. \ Peace ! ! ! 

The cry is jieace ! even amid the din and 
clash of resounding arms! Peace! peace! 
amid the thundering tramp of 150,000 men 
marching to war. Peace ! peace I when 
every practical proposition for peace has 
been repelled, and the noble bearers of tho 
God-liko proposition have been snubbed for 
their impertinence. 

There are modes of securing future peace — 
three modes only, as we conceive tho ques- 
tion: 

1. By Lincoln calling back his aggressive 
army, and dispersing the mercenary hordes 
to their homes. 

2. By a long war prosecuted till the bellig- 
erents on both sides be utterly exhausted.

Nothing Uore for Kentucky.

IFrom tho New York Day Kook.l 
Col. 'Wilson's Regiment of Zonaves. 

At seven o clock on Wednesday evening, 
the "Union Battalion of Zouaves," Ci^. AVm 
Wilson, held a formal muster and roll call a'. 
their headquarters, in Tammany Hall. Then 
were 871 men of the battalion present. The 
occasion was made strikingly impressive b^ 
the extraordinary proceedings which wen 
had. The men were ranged around the hal 
three deep, with Col. AVilson and other offi 
cers in the center of tho room. The men ha< 
all clad themselves in the gray shirts an( 
pants which have been provided for their uni 
form, which is completed by a common browi 
felt hat, brogans, and leather belt. The\ 
carry a short knife, about seven inches ii 
length, between a sort of a bowie-knife an« 
butcher knife in shape. Many also havi 
revolvers, of which it is intended that eacl 
shall be armed with one or two, as well as ! 
slung-shot and Minnie rifle. All the mei 
being ranged against the walls, Col. AVilson 
with a drawn sabre in one hand and th. 
American flag in the other, stood forth un 
covered and addressed his men amidst deaf 
cning cheers. 

After a short adjuration to the flag, foi 
which he declared his devotion, he callcL 
upon all to kneel and swear with him. Wav 
ing the banner and flourishing his s.abre, h( 
knelt on one knee. All present knelt will 
him and repeated the oath which he put U 
them to support the flag, and never flinch 
from its patii through blood or death. Hi 
said he would lead them to Baltimore, and 
they would march through it or die: at whid 
they all rose with a tremendous yell, flung u] 
their hats and brandished their glitterini, 
knive.s, amidst prolonged and frantic cheers. 
Ho then pronounced death to the Baltimon 
traitor secessionists and Plug Uglies, and 
said they would leave a monument of theii 
bones in tho streets of Baltimore. "Ami<' 
yells of 'Death to the Plug Uglies," he illus 
trated with his sword how thej- should hc» 
their way, and said though he should be lh< 
first man slain, he had but one thing to ask, 
which was that each of his followers shouk 
secure his man and avenge his blood. Tha' 
they would do this, he again called u))on then 
to swe.ar, and marching around the hall 
holding up the flag and the sword, and oc- 
companied by two officers, the one on th( 
right bearing a banner inscribed:

Tlie other officer on his left holding up, ii 
both hands, a bowie-knife and revolver 
Wilson shouted to them to swear, and they 
responded with shouts of "blood," "blood,' 
"blood,'' "blood," "We swear, &c.' 

Col. Wilson urged the men under his com- 
mand to leave behind them all their valuables 
To those whohadgold watches he said, "Give 
them to yo\ir mothers, sisters, and friends,' 
at the same time intimating that most south 
erners had such ornament.al articles about 
them, which it would be easy to take in on< 
wav or another. 

Col. Wilson also told his Zouaves that 
there were clothing, jewelry, and other stores '■ 
in B.iltimore, which would not bo proof 
against their clutches. As for the seventh 
and other regimcuts suff'ering for food at An 
napolis, he remarked that there were numer- 
ous hen roosts in Maryland which it would 
not be impossible to invade. He also said h( 
did not want men who could not rough it 
sleep in tho gutter with their noses just oul 
of the mud, and various other pleasant things. 

These fellows, composing these Zouaves, 
and armed with slung shots, are from the 
lowest kennels of Five Points. They will 
make capital hands to sack a town, or rob thi 
wounded of jewelry and watche.s, being com- 
posed mostly of burglars and pickpock,.'ts. 
As to doing any gallant fighting, we demur. 
Their Colonel is no better, to judge from hi.' 
speech. 

Maysville Artii.i,kky, — On AVcdnesday 
last, Capt Isaac Nelson and Lieut, H, C. Payne, 
of the Maysvillo Artillery, attached to the 
State Guard, drew from the Arsenal, on lega!

home with them. Tho Maysvillo Artillery 
company is composed of excellent material, 
true to Kentucky, and will, if neyessary, 
make good use of the State arms and give a 
good account of themselves.

With such support, and such resources, if 
this war be notbroui^ht to a speedy close, and 
the supremacy of the (iovcrnnient forcibly 
asserted throughout the country, it will be 
tho fault of Abruham Lincoln. 

"\Ve do not propose to re-echo tho censure 
■which the Administration has already incur- 
red at tho hands of its friends for its want of 
energy. AVe hope that in the future it will be 
energetic enough to satisfy everybody. But 
A[r. Lincoln must remember that this is no 
time for trifling. The rebels have appealed 
to the sword, and by the sword they must be 
punished. 

Baltimore .o/iohM in.ttcfntly hr seized and oc- 
cupied. Governor Hicks and Mayor Urown 
moan very well no doubt. But it is evident 
they cannot control the blackgirards who are 
known as " B.ood Tubs" and "Plug Uglies, " 
and it is necessary that Baltimore should be 
held by pei>ple who can. Tiro columns — one 
from A'tiu 1 0)7; and Pliilai/elphia, the oilier 
from Harrifburg — slumld move on Baliimore, 
'and hold it under martial law. In cn.se of re- 
.■iistancr, the city .•sliould be shelled. The more 
.sei'cr* the methods, the surer and more humane 
the regimen. Mr. Lincoln must remember 
that if wo can not hold Baltimore we must 
evacuate Washington. 

Jialfimore .secured— BlTmP^ AS A CITY 
OR AS A KUIN— the Government should 
o|)erate on Virginia, on a base line from Fort 
Jlonroe to Washington City. Both shores of 
the Potomac must be secured ; and this done, 
a column should move on llichmond. Rich- 
mond is important, first as the capital of Vir- 
ginia, and secondly as the greatest depot of 
arms and flour in the Southern States. The 
entire rebel force is armed and fed, at this 
moment, by Richmond. It should be in pos- 
session of the Government before the 1st 
June. 

A similar course should be pursued in the 
West. St. Louis, Mis.muri, Louisville, Ken- 
tuekij, and Memphis, Tennessee, should be oc- 
cupied by Northwestern troops, and the strong 
points on the rirrr fortified. At least fifty 
titousand men should be scattered along the 
shore of tho Mississippi, semlh of St. Louis, 
■with a home reserve of an equal number to I 
fill vacancies after battles. Kcntuciy ond\ 
Missouri, ice notice, evince a tardy sense o/| 
their national oblii/aiions. This is vcrv good I 
as far as it goes. BUT ICKN'TrCKY 
MAY AS WKLL UNDKIJSTAXD AT 
ON'CK THAT SHK CAN NOT OCCUPY 
AN ATTITCDK Of NKUTllALITY IN 
THK PKKSENT CONTKST. IK SHE IS 
NOT FOR US, SHE IS AGAIN.ST US; 
aiuJ, really, in the present temper of the^ North, 
people don't .seem to care much vhieh 'icay she 
goes. IF SUE IS FPU uS, WE EXPECT 
HER RIFLEMEN IN OUR RANK.S. If 
she is against us, in a few months Ohio will proh- 1 
ably lie arming 50,000 negroes who will ha ve fled 
from slavery in Kentuchy. It is hard to say ' 
which erciit would be best for the Xurth. ' 

It will probably take the whole summer to i 
consummate these operations. But tUcy can 
bo consummated, if Mr. Lilicoln and his' I 
advisers have energy enough, by the 1st of 
November. And by that "time, the North, 
holding the continent from Richmond, Vir- 
ginia, to Memphis, Tcnuesseo, will bo ready 
to commence operations against the Gulf 
rebels. 

These should not be begun before Novem- 
ber. It would be fatal to send troops South 
in the summer. A few frigates should cruise 
all summer in Southern waters to pick up 
privateers, and compel the Southern rebels to^ 
keep their forts fully garrisoned. In case of 
neglect, landings might be ofi'ectedon healthy 
points, and fortifications erected. But the 
main operations should bo deferred till No- 
vember. 

Then two armies should move — one in 
transports from New York, the other down 
the Mississippi. The one should retake every 
fort, arsenal, custom-house, and post-office in 
the Southern States on the Atlantic; the other 
should move directly on Baton Rouge and 
New Orleans. With proper energy and suit- 
able commanders, both armies would perform 
their work by N<!w Year. The work would . 
Lo sharp, but it could and should be done. \ 

We uesirc, in conclusion, to present three i 
considerations : I 

1. The war has now begun, and the trade 
of the year is as thoroughly ruined as it can 
be. AV'e shall do no mischief by prosecuting 
the war vigorously. By prosecuting it vigor- 
ously wo shall secure peace and affair trade 
next year. By pursuing a lax, half-and-half 
policy, we shall probably involve the country 
in a ten years' war. F,nrthermore, this war, 
which wise men have foreseen for three or 
four years, should be settled now, for two 
reasons : first, because, if it is not, we of the 
North are stamped cowards beyond redemp- [ 
tion ; and, secondly, bec ause we owe it to our 
children not to beciueath to them a quarrel 
which we had a fair chance to adjust. 

2. As to slavery. Tins is a mattfr which 
concerns the Southern States exclusively. We 
of the North have never liked slavery. But 
tho bulk of us have believed that it was notour 
business to interfere with it where it existed. 
The Government troops will not march into 
the Southern States under an Abolition ban- 

_!ier. But if the South exipectthat our gallant 
jnteers are going to hunt the slaves who 
jiiav run away as they approach, they 
lalxir under a delusion. If they expect that 
wo are going to assist blood-hounds to catch j 
runawav slaves, they are mistaken. Wherever j 
the United Slates army goes, local, municipal, 
and State laws will be surperseded by martial 
law ; and the Fugitive Slave Act is not to be 
found in tho Army Regulations. Whatever 
mav be the intentions of the Government, the 
practical elTect of a war in the .Southern 
States, waged by Northi^rn against .Southern 
men, must be to liberate the slaves. This 
should be well understood. 

3. Lastly, we desire to caution Northern 
people against the fatal error of underrating 
Southerners. The Southern States, combin- 
ed constitute a powerful nation. Southern 
men are accustomed to tho use of arms. The 
South is able to raise a great army; the men 
will all be found brave, and at least as highly 
skilled in military tactics as our Northern 
men ; they have officers fully as able as we 
can imisteV. They have as much money as 
they need for the present. There are twenty- 
five" millions of dollars at least in specie in 
the Southern States, and in case of need, 
Southern troops would take pay in bonds or 
shiiiplasters, liowever depreciated. They can 
raise plenty of corn, pork, and vegetables for 
their subsistence. They commence the war 
with a capital of thirty or forty mdlions of 
repudiated Northern debts. They are thor- 
oughly persuaded that they are right, and that 
their cause is the cause of God and of inde- 
pendence. Some Northern people suiipose 
that negro slaverv is a source of weakness to 
the South. This ■ is onlv conditionally true. 
A grate, seientificallr filled with paper, dry 
kindlin"- wood, and good coal, is quite likely 
to blaze into a llame if a match be apjilied be- 
neath. But until the match is applied it is as 
dead as a wet log. Who has a.«ked the South- 
ern slaves to look out for themselves. 



A Voice from Old Horgan— The Sountains 
Eight. 

Caney, Mohoan Cottntv, Ky., "t

Editor Yeoman : It being muster day at 
this point, under the command of Capt. Wni. 
II. Taulboe, of tho active militia, after drill- 
ing a few hours, the Captain marched the 
men to the Church house, where Hon. Judge 
William Lykins made a few remarks explan- 
atory of the Convention. On motion, Capt. 
Taulbee was called to tho chair, and Major 
Bristow^ appointed Secretary. D. D. Sublett 
being called for, addressed the people in an 
able and patriotic manner, advocating South- 
ern Rights. Hon. Judge Wm. Lykins being 
called for, made his appearance on the stand 
and addressed the people eloquently, condemn- 
ing President Lincoln's course in attempting 
to coerce the Southern States into submission. 
Southern Rights, (old fassioned, and pure 
Democracy,) will never suffer where the Judge 
is. After which, the following resolutions, 
were read and unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, Abraham Lincoln has made a 
requisition on the States of the General Gov- 
ernment for troops, with a view to coerce the 
Southern seceded States ; and whereas. Gov. 
Beriah Magotfin has refused to send any 
soldiers for the purpose above stated; there- 
fore, be it 

Re-iolred, That we approve and heartily in- 
dorse the course of his Excellency, B. Magof- 
fin, in refusing to send troops to coerce the 
Southern States. 

Resolved. That tho present crisis imperious- 
ly demands of all patriotic citizens of Ken- 
tucky that they should at once relieve them- 
selves from the trammels of party, and stand 
up lirmlv and fearlessly, as one man, in sup- 
port of the endangered rights of the .South. 

Resolrrd, That wherea'^, our rlglit^; have 
been infringed on by Northern fanatics on 
that great national highway, the Ohio river, 
which justly is Kentucky's by tho cession of 
Virginia to the General (iovernment, it is the 
duty of the citizens of this Commonwealth 
to resist such infringements with force and 
arms; that the free navigation of that national 
channel belongs to the South, and that she 
should maintain her just rights against what- 
soever party or section. 

Resolved. That the proceedings of this meet- 
ing be published in all papers of Kentucky 
favorable to Southern Rights. 

On motion of W. W. Cox, the meeting 
adjourned sine die.

A ITew Batch of Lincolnism— Interview with 
the President. 

We learn that a delegation from five of the 
Young Men's Christian Association of Balti- 
more, consisting of six members of each, yes- 
day preceded to AVasliington for an inter- 
view with the President, the purpose being 
to intercede with him in behalf of a peaceful 
policy, and to entreat him not to pass troops 
through Baltimore or Maryland. Rev. Dr. 
Butler, of the Baptist Church, HCCoin])anied 
the party, by invitation, as chairman, and tho 
conversation was conducted mainly between 
him and Mr. Lincoln, and was not heard en- 
tire by all the members of the delegation. 

Our informant, howi'ver, vouches for what 
we now write. He states that upon the intro- 
duction, they were received very cordially by 
-Mr. Lincoln, in sort of riido familiarity of 
manner, and tho conversation opened by Dr. 
Fuller seeking to impress upon Mr. Lincoln 
the vast responsibility of the position he oc- 
cupied, and that upon him depended the 
issues of peace or war — cm one hand a terri- 
ble fratricidal ccmflict, and on the other peace. 

" But," said Mr. Lincoln, "what am I to 
do ?■' 

"Why, sir, let the country know that you 
are disposed to recognize the indeptndcnce of 
the Southern States. I say nothing of seces- 
sion ; recognize the fact that they have form- 
ed a Government of their own. that they will 
never be united again with the North, ancl 
peace will instantly take the place of anxiety 
and suspense, and war may be averted." 

' And what is to bec;onie of the revenue? I 
shall have no Government — no resources. ' 

Dr. Fuller expre.«sed the opinion that tho 
Northern States would c^onstitute an inipos- 
posing Government, and furnish revenue; but 
our informant could not j'ollow the exact re- 
turn of remark. 

The conversation turning upon the passage 
of troops through Maryland, Dr. Fuller ex- 
pressed vary earnestly the hope that no more 
would be ordered over the soil of that State. 
He remarked that Maryland had shed her 
blood freely in the war of Inde])endence, she 
was the first to moyc for the adoption of tho 
Constitution, and had only yielded her cling- 
ing attachment to tho Union when the blood 
of her citizens had been shed by strangers on 
their way to conflict with her sisters of tho 
South. 

Mr. Lincoln insi.sted that he wanted the 
troops only for the defense of tho Capital, not 
for the invasion of the Southern States. 
"And," he said "I must havo the troops, and 
mathematically, the necessity exists that they 
should come through Maryland. They can t 
crawl under the earth, and they can't fly over 
it. and mathematically they must come across 
it. Why, sir, those Caroliiieans are now cross- 
ing Virginia to come here and hang me, and 
what can I do '.' " 

In some allusion to the importance of a 
peace policy, Mr. Lincoln remarked that if ho 
adopted it under the ]iresent circumstances, 
"there would bo no AVashingtoii in that, no 
Jackson in that, no spunk in that!" 

Dr. Fuller hoped 3Ir. Lincoln would not 
allosv "spunk" to overrule patriotism. 

Mr. Lincoln doubted if he or Congress 
could recognize the Southern Confederacy. 
[And we suspect that such a Congress as the 
next will be. with all the Southern States out 
of it, is not likely to recognize it.] With re- 
gard to the Government, he said, 'he must 
run the machine as he found it ' And in re- 
ference to (lassing troops through Baltimore 
or Maryland, he said, "Now, sir, if you won't 
hit me, I won t hit you.'' 

As the delegations were leaving, Mr. Lin- 
coln said to one or two of the young me, "I'll 
tell you a story. You have heard of the 
Irishman, who, when a fellow was cutting his 
throat with a blunt razor, complained that ho 
h.'iggled it. Now, if I can't have troops di- 
rect through Maryland, and must havo them 
all the way round by water, or marched across 
out-of-tlio-way territory, I shall be haggled." 

The delegation, on leaving "the presence," 
conferred together, and agreed upon thehope- 
lovsness of their errand, and the sad prospect 
of any good thing coming from such a source, 
and tho exclamation was actually made, 
"God have mercy on us, when the govern- 
ment is placed in the hands of a man like 
this !" 

And we ask, is it at the behest of such a 
man as this, and for the support of a party so 
repre^entcsd. that this country is to be plunged 
into all the horrors of a civil war?

St. Louis, May 2. 
The lower House of the Legislature com- 
pletc^d its organization this morning, by re- 
electing all the old officers except Speaker, 
pro tern. Harris being elected over lioyd. Tho 
Governor's message was delivered to both 
Houses this morning, after which tho House 
went into secret session. Governor Jackson 
says the Presidontin calling out troops tosub- 
due the seceded States, has threatened civil 
war, and his act is unconstituticmal and illegal, 
and tending towards a consolidated despotism, 
while he evidently justifies the action of tho 
Confederate Stater, in seceding. He does not 
reconmiend immediate secession, but holds 
the following language: Our interests and 
sympathies are identical with those of the 
sisveholding States, and necessarily unite our 
destiny with theirs. The similarity of our 
social and political institutions, our industrial 
interests, our sympathies, habits, our common 
origin, and territorial contiguity, all concur in 
pointing out our duty in regard to the separa- 
tion now taking place between the States of 
the old Federal Union. Ho further adds, 
Missouri has at this time no war to prosecute. 
It is not her policy to make a war of aggres- 
sion on any State or people, but in the present 
state of the country sho must be faithless to 
her honor, recreant to her duty, were she to 
hesitate a moment in making the most ample 
preparations for the jirotec tion of her people 
against aggression from all assailants. 1 
therefore recommend an appropriation of 
a sufficient sum of money to place the 
State at the earliest practicable moment in a 
complete state of defense. 

In conclusicm, the Governor says: "Permit 
.mo to appeal to you, and through you to tho 
whole people of the State, to whom we are 
a'll resjionsible, to do nothing imprudently or 
precipitately. We have a most solemn cluty 
to perform. Let us then calmly reason, one 
with another, avoid all passion, all tendency 
to tumult and disorder, obey implicitly the 
law and constituted authorities, and endeavor 
to unite all our citizens in cordial co-operation 
for the preservaticm of our hcmor, the security 
of property, and tho performance of all those 
high duties imposed ujion us by our obliga- 
tions to our families, our countrv, and our 
God.''
